COMMUNITY LAKES ASSOCIATION REPORT 


In 2012 we had a new informational pamphlet printed; copies will be 
available at town meeting. Free cups of Bryant Pond spring water and 
information about our Association were given out at Mollyocket Day. 
Everyone is very grateful to the 4-H Camp for the tremendous help they 
have been to Jim Chandler in the difficult work of fighting Milfoil. One has 
to wonder if the ones that carelessly brought milfoil to Shagg and Pumping 
Station Cove realize that we have spent over a dozen years and over 
$160,000, mostly Grant money, trying to get rid of it. 


We continue, as do all Lakes Associations throughout the state, to be 
vigilant in preventing sand, soap, soil and lawn fertilizer from entering lakes 
and ponds. They contain phosphorous which feeds algae and can create an 
algae bloom (The China Lake Syndrome). Algae use up the oxygen in the 
water, fish die, the water turns a yucky green. People don’t want to swim in 
it or boat on it. 


The Secchi Disk test done bi- monthly is to check for algae. 

The Lake Smart Program has been taken over by C O L A (Congress of 
Lakes Associations). This is a program that will, if asked, provide an expert 
to access the area around lake front properties looking for the best 
ecological practices. Lakes and Ponds can be recognized for being “Lake 
Smart”. 


The annual meeting this year will be Sat. July 13.

PACE Paramedic Service 
Citizens of the Town of Greenwood, 


PACE Paramedic Service, a Department of Stephens Memorial Hospital is proud to be able to present you 
with a description of ambulance service for your Annual Town Report. 


In 2012, PACE responded to 70 calls in your town. Our average response time for those calls, from the 
time of the tone until we were on the scene, was 12.7 minutes. We are regularly out the door and on our 
way to calls in less than one minute with a minimum of two Paramedic Level Crews on duty at all times. 
As with all of the towns PACE covers, we provided the highest level of care available with a Paramedic 
on every 911 response. This year we were also able to add an on call crew overnight to help meet the 
needs of the area. 


PACE continues to maintain a very close relationship with the fine group of professionals on the 
Greenwood Fire Department and enjoys being able to work and train with the Fire Fighters whenever 
possible, such as the recent Cold Water Rescue Training. Although we usually stage in Woodstock, the 
GWFD has been excellent hosts in allowing us to stage at the Locke Mills Station from time to time to 
maximize our resources as the need arises. 


In addition to the day time Fire Department coverage Greenwood and Woodstock share, both departments 
are also Maine EMS Licensed First Responder Services. They respond with PACE on calls bringing 
highly skilled, lifesaving aid to the citizens. This is truly a neighbor helping neighbor scenario, with local 
citizens responding to render care at your time of need. Working in concert with PACE, they have proven 
to be a true asset to the community. At PACE, we can not express our appreciation of their efforts 
enough. They have been absolutely superb on calls and an essential extension in the chain of survival. 
This is in fact a cutting edge concept in emergency response at a national level and you are doing it! 
Please accept our congratulations and our gratitude. 


PACE is always happy to visit schools, daycare facilities, organizations, and the like to talk about 
emergency care and give tours of the ambulances as part of our community outreach program. We are 
also more than willing to give tours of our station located on the Stephens Memorial Hospital Campus. 
We provide regular CPR & First Aid training here at Stephens and we are also willing to set up special 
classes to meet your needs. Please feel free to call 207-744-6126 to schedule tours and training.

Responsible Pet Care of Oxford Hills, Inc. is a non-profit, 501-C3 organization that provides a no-kill shelter for 
homeless cats and dogs currently located at 132 Waterford Road in Norway. At our current location, we are 
equipped to provide treatment and shelter for 85+ felines and 6 dogs. Animals not claimed by their owners are 
adopted into approved homes, healthy, vaccinated, flea treated, wormed, spayed/neutered and tested. 


We will soon move into a larger building that we recently purchased. This building is located at 9 Lower Swallow 
Road, off High Street, in the Town of Paris. When we move to that location we will house the same number of cats 
and increase our dog capacity to 12+. The new shelter will allow for larger inside dog kennel spaces and more 
outside space for the dogs to exercise. It will eventually provide outside areas for cats as well. We are very excited 
to move to a larger space, since it will allow us to better serve the animals, volunteers and the public. 


“RPC” has agreements with the Towns of Norway, Paris, Oxford, Otisfield, Harrison,Woodstock, West Paris, 
Greenwood, Hebron, Buckfield, Mechanic Falls, Poland and Bethel to take strays. We accept owner surrender cats 
and dogs when cage/kennel space allows. 


° Did you know? One unspayed female cat is capable of producing 20 kittens per year for most of her life, 
female kittens start reproducing as early as 6 months of age, and siblings will breed. This is why it is so important 
to spay, neuter and report strays to the animal control officer. 

° Did you know? Each time a dog is allowed to have puppies it can take as much as two years off her life. 
When you purchase a puppy, be conscious of where it comes from. Do not support “puppy milis”. In “puppy 
mills”, breeders breed irresponsibly; such as too often, selling puppies that are too young and dogs kept 
inhumanely. Be very careful if you purchase a pet on line. 


Responsible Pet Care can direct you to resources for low cost spay and neuter for dogs and cats. Please call 743- 
8679 for more information. Because of irresponsible breeding, there is an overwhelming necessity to spay and 
neuter pit bull terrier types, whether full or mixed. The State of Maine FIX ME spay/neuter program in Augusta is 
issuing certificates with highest priority to this breed type. Additionally, 

Responsible Pet Care currently has grants available to assist owners in the cost of spaying and neutering their pets. 


It is unlawful to sell a puppy or kitten before the age of 6 weeks. In addition, it is required that a breeder and/or pet 
dealer provide the buyer of the puppy or kitten with a written disclosure indicating their history, including their 
health records. 


Remember that dog licenses are due each year by January 1; $25 late fee per dog is added after January 31.
